LATTER ASKED PERJURY 


Claimed That Boychuk Was En-|

The taking of evidence for the 
defence in the trial of four men for 
the murder of Alex. Boychuk, con- 
tinued In the supreme court Tuesday 
afternoon and two of the accused 
have now given their testimony. Both 
have told practically the same story 
and assert that they were driven to 
defend themselves ogainst the at- 
tacks of Boychuk who became en- 
raged, when they flatly refused to 
swear falsely for him in the courts 
in connection with a certain robbery 
in which he was alleged to have been 
implicated. 

Could Not Trust Memory 

The cross examination of Wasyl 
Kusyk, ghe first defence witness oc- 
cupied only a few minutes at the 
opening of the afternoon session be- 
ing done by E. B. Cogswell, K.C., for 
the crown. Touching the point of 
the actual striking of blows. and the 
death of Boythuk, this witness would 
not trust his memory to say what ac- 
tually happened. There was such 
confusion and excitement, and terror 
reigned so supreme in the minds of 
all, that he did not know whether 
he actually struck the deceased a blow 
or not. He would not say whether 
there was a club in the hands of any 
of the men. He declared that he did 
not see any of them actually strike a 
blow. 

‘ Asked to be Witnesses 
On the night that Boychuk lost his 
life, Wasyl Lihun, the second wit- 
ness for the defence, declared 
the four accused and the deceased 
were together and that Boychuk was 
urging them to be a witness for him 
in his court trial. When they re- 
fused he became furiated, pounded 
his fists on the fioor, tore his hair and 
acted like a mad man. Witness said 
that the man declared: “I'll fix you 
all. I'l] @hoot you; I'll burn your 
houses, and then I'll go to the bush.” 
Farther on, at another time, he said: 
“The lightening will strike you, and 
T'll shoot you.” He then struck wit- 
nesse’s brother, says the witness, and 
they all stood trembling and terribly 
frightened. on 
Boychuk. ‘ 

Answer is it 

In the croes examination of this 
witness Mr. Cogswell, for the crown, 
brought out from the witness the 
testimony that the four mcn emerg- 
ed from the affray without a scratch, 
and asked the witness if he did not 
think that to be a strange condition 
of things under the _ circumstances. 
Witness did not answer ‘this query. 

“There were four of you, all strong, 
able-bodied men,” said Mr. Cogswell. 
“Why did you not lay hold of the 
man and bind him with a rope?” The 
answer was simply that they were so 
terrified that they did not know what 


to do.

“(1)—-Our nearness to the United 
States was tending to drain the nat- 
ural resources of our younger coun- 
try into the larger manufacturing 
establishments of the republic, there 
te employ American workmen in their 
development and American railways 
and other commercial interests in 
their distribution and sale. Hundreds 
of thousands of Canadians, workmen 
and others, were accordingly compel- 
led to, emigrate. 
Reaction from U.S, Policy 


“After this process had continued, 
a change in the American policy re- 
sulting in the Imposition of a 
protectivo tariff against us threw 
Canada into a state of reaction and 
depression, and to escape this penalty 
there was a strong temptation to as- 
sume a submissive or dependent re- 
lationship towards the United States. 

“Acting in the light of these ex- 
periences, the Canadian people decid- 
ed to build up an industria! system 
of their own, To thus develop our 
own resources and keep our people 
here carnings wages and salaries and 
profits therefrom, a protective tariff 
Was essential. A study of the last 
forty years will clearly show that the 
conclusions drawn by our fathers in 
1878 were sound and rigbt conclu- 
sions. Those years have been years 
of eontinuous development through 
good times and ill, the markets of our 
towns and ci inve become more 
and more the reliance of our agricult- 
ural producers The value of our 
manufacturing, mineral and agricult- 
ural production has multiplied many 
tim®s over. Being able to depend so 
largely on an ever-expanding home 
market, we have produced upon 
scale that enabled us to enter markets 
broad, and so successful have we 
been that the trade of Canada has 
multiplied over and over again, Our 
xports last year were fourteen times 
in value what they were in i890, and 
four times what they were as late as 
1910 Our total trade is now over 
seven times what it wae twenty years 
Indeed, the per capita trade of 
Canada stands in the front of the 
lerger nations of the world and has 
stood as high as two and a half times 
the per capita trade In the United 
States. We have taken the strong, 
self-reliant course and have been able 
to pursue that course and maintain 
our prosperity regardless of the pol- 
icy of any other nation. 

Reverse Policy Sought 

For some years past and very em- 
phatically in recent years, a deter- 
mined» movement has been on foot 
seeking to reverse, the tariff policy 
of the Dominion. “The official oppo- 

tion in the house of commons, now 
led by Hon. Mackenzie King, 
made repeated and varied demands 
n parliament for the wiping out of 
tariff schedules. 

“Finally that party was called into 
convention in August, 1919, which 
convention unanimously passed the 
following resolution: 

“That the best interests in Canada 
demand that substantial reductions 
of the burdens of customs taxation be 
made with a view to accomplishing of 
two purposes of the highest impor- 
tance: 

“‘First—Diminishing the very high 
cost of living which presses so severe- 
ly on the masses of the people. 

* ‘Second—Reducing the cost of the 
inetruments of production in the in- 
dustries based on the natural ré- 
sources of the Dominion. the vigorous 
development of which is essential to

> country voters gain fifteen mem- 


bers and the country voters in' 
the Eastern Provinces lose forty | 
members, the net result will be 
that the rural population of Can- 
ada will have twenty-five fewer 
members after redistribution than 
at present. 

Very plainly if the farmers of 
Canada are to be stampeded into 
the hopeless attempt to seize con-| 
trol of Parliament as an ‘‘econo- 
mie group’’ and set up a_ class!
